New Arrangements for Inter- 
collegiate Shooting Matches 



The McGill Division of the Tntcr 
collegiate Rifle Association held its 
second miniature meet at 2.30 on 
Saturday afternoon at the range of 
the Montreal High School on Uni- 
versity street. Some very high scores, 
ranging from 90 to 99, were obtained 
by the McGill marksmen. About 12 
men turned up, and everyone of them 
gave a fine exhibition of marksman- 
ship, being of the highest calibre. 

The Intercollegiate Rifle Associa 
lion was instigated by Queen's Uni- 
versity. Kingston. After the other 
colleges bad been interviewed and 
rules had been drawn up suitable to 
both parties; the club was formed. 

Qiicen'.v University, as she had in- 
stituted the Association, was allowed 
to run the club's affairs for the first 
year and to choose the executive for 
the year, Each university in its turn 
is allowed to choose the officers and 
run the affairs for one year. 

At fin/t. t'he McGill Rifle Associa 
tion was this college's division of the 
league, but as funds were insufficient, 
the club was unable to compete. The 
first competitions were of the minia 
lure sort, but as soon as the C. O. T 
was allowed to compete, gallery com- 
petition was also included in the 
league's schedule.. The present McGill 
Division of the Association is the 
C;O.T.e. 

The members shoot for individual 
and club trophies. The individual 
stars arc given ipoons and the win- 
ning club is given a cup. 

This year there arc three matches 
of each kind, miniature and gallery 
the meets taking place in the hoir 
towns of the diffircnt divisions under 
the supervision of an association offi- 
cer. The results.' arc then sent to tit 
executive at Kingston, and there they 
arc tabulated, and the winning club is 
recognized. 

There have already been two meets 
of miniature shooting and one of gal- 
lery in the McGill C.O.T.C. The 
average of the first gallery is S7, and 
of the miniature 91.5 and 92. It is 
not known how McGill stands with 
the other colleges, as all the results 
have not been sent in yet. But it is 
hoped that in a short time these aver- 
ages will be pulled up in order to 
compare favorably with other clubs.

He was founder and 
cadcr of the successful Clark Univcr 
iity movement for America's official 
Recognition of the Chinese republic for 
.vhich he received the official "thanks of 
China" signed toy the President, generals, 
uul statesmen of the Revolution. 

He is quoted in "Hearsts Interna- 
;ional" for February as follows: "China 
s a large body of mineral wealth cn- 
irely surrounded by international loot- 
ers- . . . . , The 8 separate nations-States 
of China must learn constitutional union 
from the American Constitution. China 
has its George Washington in Sun Yot 
Sen but it has not yet found its "I'ela- 
tiah Webster, constitutionalist" to join 
its States into one Constitutional unit." 

Mr. Thompson is literary executor of 
the late Mrs. Webster-Stocking of Jer- 
sey City who was nearest relict of Noah 
Webster, author of the dictionary, and 
Pclatiah Webster, author of the United 
States Constitution. 

He was born on Grand Trunk street, 
Montreal, and was educated at the 
Presbyterian college and McGill Univer- 
sity. He took prizes in languages, ora- 
tory, and literature and contributed 
while at college to Canadian leading 
journals. A large number of the author's 
books and writings arc in the Redpalh 
Library and in the McCord museum. 
Mr. Thompson was a prize winning 
athletp and entered in many running and 
snowshoeing events.

From dancing 
lo tumbling each man went through 
bis "stunt" with \t finish and grace 
that come-: only with constant prac- 
tice. 

The winner of the Wicksteed Silver 
Mcdaf was G. A. 'Holland, of Com. 3. 
This man showed a slight superiority 
to the other men in most of the 
events, and displayed a smoothness 
and strength in his movement- 1 which 
won for him the first position. His 
proficiency on the horizontal bar 
could casily r be. recognized, and he 
might have made a higher mark had 
it not been for a slight mishap. 

Close behind Holland came J. R 
Delabaye of Med. '23. This coiupcti 
tor also showed up well on the hori- 
zontal bar but he specialized more on 
the parallels and in the tumbling 

Paul Scott, Sei. '24, came third in 
the order of marks but could 'not sc 
cure any prize. He, being in the 
graduating year, was eligible only for 
the Wicksteed medal, won by Hoi 
land, Scott was proficient in all the 
event-, but distinguished himself 
mostly in the mat work and dancing 
His poise and grace in executing his 
tricks won many points for hiin. 

Among the others, P. R, Rolleiton 
and A. H. Bourne, Science freshmen 
were noticeable in the hop-step and 
jump. Great praise is due Bourne 
who entered the lists only about 
month ago. Xcxt year he ought to 
make a worthy contender for Hoi 
land's crown. 

For those who are a bit hazy in 
their ideas about the annual Wick 
steed Competition, a few words of ex 
planation will not be amiss. It ii 1 
gymnasium contest which has been 
held annually for a great number of 
years. Its past has been very sue 
ccssful and it is a regrettable affai 
that the number of competitors in re 
cent years.' has not been large. The 
competition is open to McGill students 
and consists of apparatus work on 
four different pieces of apparatus, on 
athletic dance and drill, fence vault 
potato race and bop, step and jump 
or 50 yard swim. For the winner of 
the freshman year there is Dr. liar 
vey's cup; for the second and third 
year men the Wicksteed bronze 
medal, and for senior men the Wick 
steed silver medal. 

The team to meet 'Varsity will con 
sist of upwards of five men, and the 
work will be wholly on apparatus' 
high bar. parallel bars, horse, and 
mats. There will be ifour movements 
on each piece, two s.ct and two volun- 
tary. The teachings of Mr. Finlcy, 
the coach, have been most excellent 
and the club is lucky to have such a 
valuable man. 

The judges of the exercises were. Dr. 
Harvey, Mr. C. B. Powter, and Mr. 
M. F. Furey. Their system of mark- 
ing was excellent for it gave to each 
man exactly what he merited. After 
calculating out the averages, it was 
found that Dclahaye had won the 
Wicksteed Bronze Medal and Rollcs- 
ton the Harvey Cup. Below i.v a list 
of each member's total:

Future Work Uncertain 

"Work at Sardis will be resumed as 
soon as favorable conditions in Asia 
Minor permit. A state of war. how- 
ever, still exists in this country be- 
tween the Circeks and thé Turkish Na- 
tionalists, and although' at present ac 
tual hostilities are well to the east of 
Sardis, a shift of campaign plans may 
easily bring the old city into the war 
zone again. 

Everything depends on the settle- 
ment of the quarrel between the two 
tactions. For t li: ? reason it is impos- 
ble to set the date of another ex- 
pedition. The damage that has been 
done to the art objects at Sardis and 
to the facilities installed there for the 
convenience of the workers is consid- 
rablc, but is not enough to hinder 
materially further work." 

Concerning the conditions under 
which the next expedition wiil oper- 
ate, Professor Butler- continued: "Gli- 
der the new laws now hi effect in 
\sia Minor, the excavators will he al- 
lowed to keep one-halt" of the object.- 
thcy recover. The other halt will be 
given to the provincial museum. 

Buildings Pillaged 

"Before the war, all objects had to 
be turned over to the local museum, 
and the workers were left only the 
right to publish accounts and descrip- 
tions. From now on. our share of 
the finds will be donated to the Xew 
York Metropolitan Museum of Art. 

"From 1914, when we were forced 
to give up operations at Sardis, until 
the end of the war, the Turkish gov- 
ernment maintained a guard at the 
excavations and no harm came to the 
objects stored in our museum there. 
At the close of the "war, this guard 
was withdrawn, and the buildings 
were pillaged by peasants of the re- 
gion. 

Our establishment was the largest 
within 70 miles, and the ■chief pur- 
pose of these prople was to obtain 
food and clothing. There was very 
little food found, but the .place was 
stripped of all woven materials such 
as carpets, curtains, bed clothing, and 
mattresses. Xo art objects were 
taken. 

Army Occupation 

Meanwhile the Greeks and the 
Turkish Xationalists under Mustapha 
Kemal had declared war. Our build- 
ings, consisting of the main house, the 
barrack: for the soldiers maintained 
even in times of peace as a guard, the 
museum containing practically all of 
our finds, and various minor houses, 
were occupied by the Turks as gene- 
ral headquarters. 

"The place changed hands several 
limes, but fortunately was never ac- 
tually shelled. The last occupation 
was by the Turks. Mustapha Kemal, 
lu his retreat to the East, had the 
timbers removed from the roofs in 
order to construct a bridge to trans- 
port his artillery across a neighboring 
river. 

"But the main damage was done to 
the articles i.torcd in the museum, 
which was used as barracks. Fortun- 
ately, all the marbles and the inscrip- 
tions were, untouched; but the pottery 
and the bronzes were entirely destroy- 
ed. These were catalogued and ar- 
ranged on wooden shelves. • 

War Damage 

"When the soldiery needed this.' 
wood for fires, the pattery and other 
smaller pieces were merely pushed off 
the shelves and broken on the floor. 
The fragments are so line that res- 
toration would be a tremendous task. 
It is improbable that we will try- to 
reconstruct these objects, since there 
must be many more in buildings not 
uncovered. 

"A few pieces which we prized 
above the others and which we bad 
placed in the main house for safe 
keeping were rescued by some peas- 
ants who had been employed by us 
for several ycars'and who knew their 
value. These they buried at some dis- 
tance from the building; this pottery 
has since been recovered. . 

Our main excavation pit was undis- 
turbed and is practically the same as 
it was when we left with the excep- 
tion of a few minor details. The 
temple uncovered in this pit has been 
the chief source of all these pieces. 1 ; 
none of its important architectural de- 
tails have been more than slightly in- 
jured. 

Sardis 

"Sardis was the first ancient city to 
adopt a system of coinage, and many 
very valuable coins, as well as gold 
and silver in other forms and inscrib- 
ed jewels, have been unearthed there. 
All such objects, however, arc remov- 
ed to the national museum at Con- 
stantinople at the end of each period 
of excavation, and have therefore been 
unmolested. 

"Sardis was the capital of the king- 
dom of Lydia. which reached it* high- 
Its civil- 



HORNS ON HUMAN HEADS 

One of the sights of Paris in 1598 
was a horned man named Franciscus 
Trovillon. A remarkable .swelling ap- 
peared on bis forehead, and by the 
time be was seventeen years of age 
this had grown into a horn about as 
long as a man's finger. When he was 
thirty-live the horn resembled that of 
a ram. 

In 181o a child named Mary Davis 
was bom at SaughaM. near Chester. 
Before she was thirty she had a' pair 
of horns sprouting from the back of 
her bead. These she shed at the end 
of five years, when fresh ones grew: 
these, again, were shed at the end of 
another live years. Two of her horns 
are preserved in the British Museum. 

In 1071 a crooked'" horn" several 
inches in length was cut from the 
head of a Scotswoman, who lived for 
twenty years after its removal. 

There is on record the case of a 
girl at Palermo who had horns like 
a calf. Another girl, of Darien.

Professor Butler is at the head of a 
series of expeditions which operated 
at Sardis for five successive seasons, 
each of six months, immediately pre- 
ceding the war. These expeditions are 
supported by a private syndicate of 
Xew Yorkers interested in art and 
archactagy.

By authority of the United States 
Government, it has been decided that 
a newspaper man is a member of a 
"learned profesion." 

The decision will bring deep relict to 
many persons in and out of the "game.'' 
For long there has been confusion on 
this vital question. Some newspaper 
men have described themselves as "jour- 
nalists," which have moved others to 
define a journalist as a newspaper man 
out of a job. Others have frankly 
aligned themselves with Labor, accepting 
the benefits and the deprivations of such 
alliance with apparent equanimity. 

Outside the shop opinions were equal- 
ly varying. Those whose personal af- 
fairs had been exploited thought news- 
paper men a race quite without the con- 
fines of decent society. Politicians and 
business men who were able through in- 
fluence, personal or commercial, to use 



newspaper men as their unpaid publicity 
agents tok something for nothing and 
patted the agents on the back. General- 
ly, the public -looked pn new spaper men 
as interesting energetic rather imperti- 
nent men, occupying economically a 
position somewhere between the janitor 
laud the eolege professor. 

Xow all this uncertainty is happilyrc- 
solved. The other day a newspaperman 
native of England, resident for years it 
Canada, left the Dominion for the U.S 
there to pursue his occupation. Late a 
night he was roused from his berth 
a courteous but determined inunigi 
tion officer who told him he must I 
•.he trait:. Pioiests provins of 1 > .ic 
iic newsp:pcr man obeyed 1 , and re- 
submitted himself to ft: .-.her c> artîi 
ation by a "board.' 

lie w-is quizzed as to his aiikcedein'. 
his occupation; the number of years he 
had f'ilbwed it, which were many, the 
conditions under which he purposed 
troing to the United States, the extent 01 



his resources, the size of his family. 

At last it developed that tile officials

newspaper man fell under the ban of 
.lie law -which prohibits bringing labor 
into this Country under contract. The 
issue,- proving too -big for determina- 
tion by the officials at the border, was 
•eferrcdat Taxi "to the American inmii- 
-rntion- authorities • at Montreal, and 
fter- some delay came the decision:
